them by walking up to them and tell- 
ing them they will go to hell 
if they do not quit chewing to 
bacco. That is not the way to ap 
proach people. We must begin telling 
them how God loves them and how 
He gave Jesus to die for them.

Let it be insisted on with all possible 
emphasis that parent-hood, is father- 
hood and motherhood. In this rela- 
tion the Bible and nature alike make 
the father the responsible head and 
yet in no sense is he more essential 
to the perfection of family life than 
the mother. The parent holds a mys- 
tic key that no other hand can fit to 
the wards of its locks. If the parent 
does not do his work it is forever un- 
done. When the work is left undone 
the parent is guilty and the child 
wronged and the wrong is irrepar- 
able. 

It is a pitiful and shameful sight to 
see parents so swallowed up by love of 
money, so consumed by ambition that 
they have no time to teach their chil- 
dren the ways of wisdom and life. 

The mere enforcement of good con- 
duct is not enough; the mere inculca- 
tion of sound principle is not enough, 


dren in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord.” It is not enough that we 
simply teach them what is right. 
True knowing, true doing and true be- 
ing involve each other. They go to- 
gether and cannot without disappoint- 
ment and defeat be separated. 

The following is worthy of being 
printed in letters of gold and placed 
in a conspicious position in every 
home. From your childrens earliest 
infancy inculcate the necessity of in- 
stant obedience. Let your children al- 
Ways understand that you mean ex- 
actly what you say. Never promise 
them anything unless you are sure you 
ean give them what you promise. 


If you tell a child to do any thing 
show him how to do it and see that 
it is doné, Always punish your chil- 
dren for wilfully disobeying you but 


\neyer: punish them when you are 


angry... Never smile at any of their 
actions of which you do not approve. 
If they give way to petulance and 
temper wait till they are calm and 
then gently reason with them on the 
impropriety of their conduct. Remem- 
ber that a little present punishment 
when the occasion arises is much more 
effectual than the threatening of a 
greater punishment should the fault 
be renewed. Never give. your chil- 
dren anything just because: they cry 
for it. 
to do at one time © what you-.have 
‘under the. same. cir 
cumstances at another. Teach «them 
that the only sure way to appear good 
is to be good: Accustom them to make 
their ‘little recitals the perfect truth 
‘and never allow’: -tale-bearing. Teach. 
them that self dénial, not self-indul- 
gence is the appointed and sure meth- 
od of securing: happiness. Above..-all 
things instruct them from the Word 
of God—taking Jesus for their example 
in patience, meekness and love; teach- 
ing them to pray morning and even- 
ing and during the day once or oftener 
as they grow up as the only preserva- 
tive against error, weakness and sin. 
Words and examples always come 
back to the young and influence them. 
Nothing—not even a word or example 
is ever lost. We cannot commit a 
wrong without a punishment following 
close at our heels. When we break a 
law of eternal justice it echoes through- 


‘out the world: Words and deeds are 


not. temporary they are eternal. An idle 
or a bad word never dies. It may 
come up against us in the future— 
twenty years, a hundred years hence— 
long after we are dead. “HEvery idle 
word,” says the Master, “that. men 
shall speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment. -For 
by thy words thou shalt be justified, 
and by thy words thou shalt be con- 
demned.” 


Evil deeds and evil examples have 
the same resurrection. They never 
die. They are like an inheritance— 
the memory of a life does not perish 
with the life itself. What is done re- 
mains and can never be undone. O 
God, help us to keep this in mind and 
not dg anything that we would want 
undone. How careful, how careful we 
must be. 


We often think when we hear of 
parents whipping their children that 
they should rather be inflicting the pun- 
ishment on themselves. They have 
been the means of bringing into being 
the inheritors of their own moral 
nature. The child does not make his 
own temper or has any control, while 
a child, over its direction. If the par- 
ents have conferred an irritable tem- 


part to exercise self control, forbear- 
ance and patience so that the influence 
of daily life may in the course of time 
correct and modify the defects of his 
birth. And later the blood of Jesus 
does its perfect work. Praise God! 
Praise God!! Praise God!!! But “the 
child’s will must be broken.” There is 
no greater fallacy than this. Will forms 
the foundation of. character. Without 
strength of will there will be no 
strength of purpose. What is néces- 
sary is not to break the child’s will 
but to educate him in the proper di- 
rection, and this is not to be done 
through the agency of force or fear. 
Some instances might be eited in proof 
of this statement. . 


When the parent or teacher relies. 
chiefly upon pain for controlling the 
child’s will the child insensibly.- as- 
sociates duty and obedience with fear 
and terror. And when we have thus 


others with pain, instances have prov- 
en it to be a foundation of a bad char- 
acter—a bad husband, a bad father, a

A par- 
ent unlike a poet is not born—he is 
made. There are certain things which 
he has to learn or he will have no more 
influénce over his child than if he were 
a common stranger. 


First, he must institute between 
himself and child that which is as im- 
portant between child and parent. as 
between man and God—the sense not 
of absolute obedience as it is so often 
preached but of absolute reliance 
which produces obedience. To gain 
obedience we must first set ourselves 
to deserve it. Whatever you promise 
your. little one however small the 
thing may seem to you and whatever 
trouble it cost you, perform it. Never 
let the doubt once enter that innocent 
mind that you do not mean what you 
say or that you say what you do not 
mean or will not act up to what’ you 
Bay.’ 


Make as few prohibitory laws as 
possibly ean be made but once made 
keep them. In what is granted as well 
as in what is- denied compel yourself 
however weary or worried or impatient 
to administer always even handed 
justice. 


Just laws impartially administered 
is a system much more likely to se- 
cure your child’s real affection than all 
the petting and humoring so generally 
indulged in to give pleasure or save 
trouble not to your little ones but to 
yourself. ~ :
